nto Her Majesty's Consulate, | Dominion Day—Vintors—Review of the 


Volunteers — Accident to Adjutant Hurst 
— Citizen’s Ball, 


Krxoston, July 3, 
Saturday, the first of July, being Domin- 
jon Day, it was generally observed asa 
holiday inthis city. Very few people from 
the country attended the market, but large 
numbers arrived during the day for the 
purpose of sightseeing. The steamers 
Picton and Rochester brought bundreds of 
excursionists from the Bay of Quinte ports, 
the largest party being from Belleville in 
connection with the Native Canadian So 
ciety of that town, The weather during 
the day was warm, but a strong wind blew 
and carried clouds of dustin all directions, 
which was anything but pleasant for pedes- 
trians. Some thousands of people attended 
the review of the volunteers in Barrifleld 
Common, which was the largest number of 
spectators assembled at one time to watch 
their movements since the formation of the 
camp. The troops arrived on the ground 
about ten o'clock, and the movements of 
the day commenced shortly afterwards, The 
49th Hastings Rifles were thrown out as 
skirmishers, After advancingmbout 1000 
yards the bugle call ‘ fire’ was sounded, 
which was immediately obeyed. The line 
was prolonged to right, after which the 
‘retire’ was sounded, and immediately 
afterwards the skirmishers, a little io rear 
of the ground they occupied in extended 
order, closed and formed quarter column, 
and then marched to the rear, I presume 
the enemy bad retired and was completely 
outof sight,otherwise this movement would 
have proved a terrible blander. The 49th 
baving formed in rear, another battalion (I 
couldn’t distinguish what one), skirmished 
aod advanced over the hill. The line ad- 
yanced also, snd came to a halt on the 
summit of the hill, when a rigorous fire was 
commenced and sustained for several min 
utes, after which the retreat commenced. 
The different battalions were then formed 
into quarter column and marched past, ia 
which some excelled and others performing 


the movement indifferently, ([t seems 
to me that the great fanit in the 
marching past of YWolunteers is the 


manner in which the men, aod some- 
times officers, persist in looking on the 
ground instead of looking straight to the 
front. Itis absolutely impossible to march 
well under any circumstances, if thig is 
dooe, The want of unitormity in officers, 
uniforms was freely spoken of by on look- 
ers on Saturday. In this particular the 
officers of your two battalions, the 15th ant 
49th are exemplary. Of others, however, 
quite the contrary is the fact. Some of 
them were compared to ‘ Penitentiary 


_ | Guarila,” and I must confess the likeness 


was striking, It is to be hoped that these 
gentlemen will be brought to time before” 
they leave, and that they will get a gentle 
hint to appear respectably attired the next 
time they yo into camp. After the march 
past, a salute was fired by the artillery when 
march jnto the city was commenced, the 
cavalry leading. The appearance of the 
men io the city was not 8o favorable eon 
parade, as their uniforms were covered 
with dust, and after a morning's bard 
work they looked fatigued. The wisdom of 
bringing them into town at all after being 
several hours on parade was questioned, 
and was by many of the people-considered 
quite unnecessary, the gallant fellows hay- 
ing previousiy gone through enough work 
for one day, without having a long march 
forced upon them, After they returned to 
camp, buwever, they were dismissed, and 
were free for the remainder of the day, 
The 49h P. W. O, Rifles did not parade on 
Dominion Day, there being a geueral desire 
among the officers and men to observe the 
day asa holiday, which was granted. 


I regret to say that Adjutant Harat of 
the 49th Hastings Rifles met with an acci~ 
dent on Friday from which he is stillsaf 
fering. Iam uvable to give you the pare 
ticulars, but I understaod that io cros#og

A special enthusiasm appeared among the 
pupils who were called upon to prove their 
acquaintance with the principles of Geometry. 
The Juniors were examined on the 1st book, 
and the Seniors on the first four books of 
Euclid, and all without exception,demonstra- 
ted the propositions as fast as prescribed,with 
a degree of self-possession and accuracy such 
as wo have seldom witnessed anywhere.— 
Whether to the boys or girls really belonged 
the palm, we confess ourselves unable to 
decide. 

To these subjects, however, an undue pro= 
minence is by no means given, to the neglect 
of others equally important. Arithmetic, 
simple‘and complex,theoretical and practical ; 
Natural Philosophy and History were shown 
to have each enlisted its proportionate share 
of eager research, which cannot fail to yield in 
after life a grateful return, In connection 
with the last named branch of study, it must 
have been gratifying to the parents present 
and others who would foster in this Jand a 
national spirit to know that the rising gener- 
ation, however familiar with the history of 
other countries, are not likely to grow up in 
this Jnstitution in utter ignorance of that of 
theirown. Of the manner in which the 
pupils answered on this subject—wading 
through facts and datea without ever stum- 
bling—we cannot speak in too commendatory 
terms, 

As to the writing, English Grammar and 
Geography, suffice it to say, that both the 
method of instruction and the measure of 
attainments wers in perfect keeping with all 
that has been said of the other branches. Such 
proficiency could only be the result of much 
studious application and skilful guidance. 
Want of time prevented a thorough examina- 
tlonin some of the Junior Classics and 
Algebra, although the pupils had been care- 
fully prepared in Simple, Quadratic and 
Simultaneous Equations, Involution and 
Evolution, &c., &c, 


The more adyanced pupils are under the 
personal superintendence of the Head Master, 
Alexander Burdon, Esq., and tho junior 
classes are under the management of Mr. E. 
F, Milburn, Assistant Teacher. 

At the close of the examination the Prin- 
cipal briefly addressed those present,referring 
in eulogistic terms to the faithful services 
and valuable co-operation of his Assistant. 
He intimated that during the past six months 
the names of 98 pupils had been placed on 
the roll—50 boys and 48 girls; that though 
the Trustees were not yet ina position to 
the purchase of 
prizes,he had on the present occasion by way 
of stimalating to increased perseverance and 
higher attainments, provided four prizes for 
general proficiency, progress, good behavior 
and regularity of attendance—two to be given

First Annual Report of the 
Brantiord Water Works 
Company. 


The Directora of the Brantford Water 
Vorks Company haye called you together 
© this the first annual meeting, to present 
report of their management and to lay 
efore you the working and financial 
ondition of the Company, and that you 


may havean opportunity of electing Di- 
rectors for the ensuing year, and adopting 
such By-laws as may be necessary for the 
efficient working of the company, 


A meeting of the Stockholders wascalled 
nm the 12th January last, when a report of 


the Directors was presented and adopteds 
b 


t 


ut as the present will be the report of 
he year, we embody the substance of that 
eport in this, The first meeting was held 

in the sixth of May, 1870, when I. Cock- 
hatt, Esq., was elected President, T. 3. 
Shenston, Esq., Treasurer, and Mr, A. W. 
Smitb, Secretary. Tenders for construction 
of the works were advertised for, recerveds , 
and after careful consideration, were 
awarded to C. H. Waterous & Co., for the 
construction of engine house, engines, 
pumps, stove heater, etc., for the sum of _ 
$6875, and to Jas. Stewart & Co., for pipes, 
hydrants, and laying the same, for $10,200. 
The work was proceeded with through the 
summer, and completed about the time 
specified, viz,; Oct, 6th. The works con- 
structed by Messra#Waterous & Co. are 
well done, and alike creditable to the con- 
tractors and the town. 


During the fall of the year a number of 
trials were bad, with various effect and suc- 
cess, andthe work finally completed and 
accepted by the Corporation, as agreed up 
on: the rent or interest commencing on the 
first day of November, and we would again 
say, that during the whole of our manage- 
ment, the Council have acted towardé us in 
a fuir and friendly spint, with considerable 
forbearance,and are deserving of the thanks 
of this Company. 

The work and material furnished by 
Stewdrt & Co., are of good quality, aod 
now prove quite satisfactory; our interviews 
with thesefirms have in the main been agree 
able, and with both contractors a final and 
amicable settlement has been made: The 
lot upon which the works are erected was 
generously presented to the Company by 
Mrs. Laycock, and the thanks of the Com- 
pany have been transmitted to her, as di- 
rected by you at our January meeting. 
During the winter, and up to the present 
time nothing of importance has occurred : 
a number of trials have been made, principal - 
ly to Deputations from other towns siterested 
in having more efficient protection from Fire. 
All these have proved satisfactory, and we be- 
lieve that Messrs, Waterous & Co,, will be re- 
warded for their enterprise by furnishing 
other towns with similar works, 

On treo occasions the Works have been used 
for the extinguishing of fire, and in both in 
stances clearly demenstrated their advantage 
and power by confining the flames and com- 
pletely subduing them in a very short time. 
We claim that we have a more powerful, effec- 
tive, and cheaper system for protecting us 
against and extinguishing sire than anff other 
town in the Province, In fact they seem lo 
operate as a preventative as well as a success - 
Sul extinguisher of fire; for gince Hie intro~ 
duction of these works, the town has been more 
free from its ravages than for the past fifteen 
years, Their benefits have been clearly felt 
also in the reduction of insurance ; in a num 
ber of instances we hear of a reduction of +, t 
and 4 per cent,—and there are cases wherein 
the renewal of a single policy Ue reduction 
pays the increased taxation entailed, by these 
works, and leaves a considerabla margin of 
clear gains 

Arrangemcats have been made to extend 
the pipes from the corner of King and Col- 
borne Streets, along Colborne and Duntrics 
to Ceder Street, which will give two ad 
ditional hydrauts, and fully protect # large 
area of valuable property; this extension 
will cost about $1000, and the town has 
agreeed to pay 8 per cent upon the outlay, 
The Corporation bus paid tho firat balf- 
year’s \oterest upon the amount of construc 
tion as agreed upon, amounting to $740,nla0 
$125 for the ranning expenses, which latter 
amount bas been banded over to Messri 
Watervus & Co 

The Directora would recommend forthe 
consireration of the stockholders the desire 
ability of not declaring the nbove amount 
as dividend tor the past half year, but of 
applying the same to the construction of 
the above extension, thus improving the 
stock to nearly the amount of the ordinary 
expense of management, and giving the 
greater probability of stockholders realizing 
8 per cent nett, 

We think that it is of great Importance 
that the Council should provide ® more 
prompt and efficient fire alarm, as io. caso 
of tire, the benotits of our worke might.to a 
considerable extent be depreciated for want 
of prompt alarm. The Directors, have 
called the attention of the Council to this 
matter, but they have not ag yot taken any 
action, 

We would direct your attention to the 
Troasurer’a roport, showing the financial 
position from which syou will see that the 
total amount of stock aubscribed Ja $15,500 
upon which the sum of $14,090 has been 
paid; we have also borrowed the sum of 
$8000 at 7 per cent, as wuthorized by you 
at our meeting in January, The directors 
have endeayo to serve your. interests 
and the foterests of the town, to the best of 
their ability, which has entailed upoo them 
considerable time and Iabor—which you 
haa beon without exponde to the Com 
any, with the exception of $107.60 paid to 
ho Becretarios.

“The advance in Canadian Govern ment 
siocks has been still moro considerable, In 
April, 1665, Canadian per cents inight be 
had at from 82 to 84; now thoy make 100 
to 101. Nova Scotia 6 per cents, again, were 


purchasable at 98 to 96 in April, 1866, while 
now they are worth 104 to 105—we are re- 
ferring to the bonds redeemable in 1875. 
New Brunswick sixes only commanded a 
quotation of 92 to 98 in April, 1864 while 
now they stand at 106 to 108. Are we not 
Justified 1n the presence of such facts as there 
i asserting that Canada—that vast and 
steadily advancing Dominion of Canada— 
has acquired a far better position in the esti- 
mation of the world in May, 1871, than that 
which she occupied in April, 18647 

“So much for the improved credit of Cana 
da, How has it been xecured? Why, bya 
confederation of a number of straggling, 
Struggling States into one great Dominion, 
by a careful utilization of resources, and by a 
steady adoption of a judicious immigration 
policy. The great American war has also, 
perhaps, contributed in some measure to the 
Prosperity of Canada by ‘fixing’ the United 
States with a large amount of taxation to 


meet the interest accruing on a heavy war 
debt.

Wo condeuse the following nowe irom 
our English exchanges which arriyed yes- 
terday :— 


—The tax returns for the financial year 
1870-71 shows an increase of £100,000 in 
the probate duty. Two large sums wero 
received—one of £25,500, ina case where 
the personal proporty left by the deceased 
was valued at £1,800,000, and a payment 
of £46,500 in another instance where the 
personal property was valued at £3,200,000, 

—The labora of the royal commission on 
coal, appointed a few years ago by Sir 
George Grey, are on the point of comple- 
tion, and the result is the demonstration of 
the fact that, assuming a certain annual 
increase in the rateal consumption, suffici- 
ent economical gettable coal exists in Great 
Britain and Ireland to last from 800 to 
1,000 years. If this be so, neither Mr. 
Gladstone nor any future prime minister 
for many generations to come need urge 
the House of Commons to pay off the aa- 
tional debt on the ground of the approaching 
exhaustion of the coal fields. 

—In Ireland there has been a decrease 
during the decinnial period of 895,998,— 


the same ten years 846,356 persons left Ire~ 
land as permanentemigrants, The percent-

613. This is an increase on the returns of 
1861 for England and Wales of 2,687,884, 
being 1,264,144 males and 1,373,740 females. 
The population in England and Wules is 
divided into 11,040,408 males and 11,663,- 
705 females. The religfous census 32 
Treland shows that of the population of 
6,402,759, tho Roman Catholics number 
4,141,889; the Protestant Episcopalians, 
683,295; the Presbyterlans, 558,288; and 
other religious denominations, 19,283. 

-In the week ending the 23rd ult., the 
aggregate mortality in London and other 
large towns of the United Kingdom was at 
the rate of 28 annually to every 1,000 of 
the estimat: J population. In the metropolis

ed, the former baying been 284 below and 
the latter 17 above the average, Zymotic

There was un increase of 7,664 
on the rolls, and 689 in the average daily 
attendsnce. During the year 169 schools 
were placed on their operation list, but 68 
schools were removed from the roll, and % 
schools were placed on the suspended list, 
leaving a net increase of 99 to our list of 
operation echools, Grants have been made 
at various times towards the erection of 98 
school houses which will contain 148 separ- 
ateschool rooms. When these 98 buildings 
shall have been completed, they will afford 
accommodation to 13,170 children, Of the 
above 98 school houses, the erection of 
21, containing 38 school rooms were sanc- 
tioned during the year 1870.

Ironing made Easy; 
BY MRS. W. 


Good ironing of clothes is a fine art, and 
is acquired by patient practice,.and the . 
habit of doing all work conscientiously. In 
families where there are young girls, thera 
is often much nice ironing to do; and it 
should never fall to. the mother’s charge, 
but should be done by those who require it 
except in cases where servants are kept for 
that purpose; andit is always well for 
young ladies to know how to iron in the 
best manner, Nothing so greatly facilitates 
the habit of 1roningas to have each one 
who irons possess her own ironing tools, 
such as holders,etc. In otherwise orderly 
families Ihave seen young ladies catch up 
almost anything that was conveni«ntly near 
to hold irons witb;often scorching valuable 
articles not euitable for the purpose. 
Each ironer should bave a bag, fiffeeen or 
eighteen inches square, to be suitably fur- 
nished, and used only by herselt. It should 
contain an ironing-holder of « size and 
thickness to suit herself ; a few layers of 
paper in the middle make it lighter, and 
the band will be less heated than il it were 
wholly made of cloth, Ironing holdera 
made of sawdust are the least beating to 
the hand. The sawdust should be nicely 
and thinly quilted into theholder, and to 
be just right, there should be two quite 
thin quilted holders tacked  to- 
gether, and then the cover put over both, 
Wood being a non-conductor ina great 
degree, the hand is not so injuriously 
affected by hest as from tho old-fashioned 
mettle handle and o common holder. I 
wish some woman would invent a moveable 
wooden handle for flat-irons, which would 
be easily adjusted ontaking an iron from 
the fre. Some woman, whose husband isa 
blacksmith, and would make her models, 
perbups wight succeed, Euch ironing 
hojder should buye one or two covers of 
white cloth or light calico made to fit 
nicely,und should be fastened on with but- 
tons or strings ; then when one cover be- 
comes soiled it can be changed, and is far 
preferable to having several holders. 

Io the ironing bags there should always 
be kept 4 thin, soft-leaved pamphlet, for 
rubbing the irons upon,when frat removed 
from the fire ;do not use the covers. Keep 
in the bag also a nice soft cloth, of a light 
colour, to finish off the iron with, also # 
light tin ring for resting tho; irons upon. 
A muffin ring isjust the thing, Another 
smaller bag within the other should con- 
tain asmall white cloth for rubbing specks 
from starched clothes, aud a soft fine cloth 
tor covering bosoms and collaraif desired, 
Itsavesalso much time and yexation to 
koup a wet towel near to wipe the hands 
when starching, instead of rushing across 
room to wash them while doing starched 
clothes. 

One should have # amall ironing board _ 
for collars, cuffs, otc. a little larger than ® 
handkerchief, and it shotfld be covered 
with cloth and flannel, 

To the uppercorners of the board a 
strong string should be nailed to hang it 
up by,and a calico cloth should bo attached 
to the top like the cover of a pamphlet, 
large evouah to fall over both sides wheo 
hanging, to keop it from dust, and should 
be confined closely around tho board by 
strings. With two such boards two can 
iron at the samo table without interforing 
ith each other, or it could bo carried to 
ny part of the house, and saves all the

tion by this Ishmuelite of the press, who

y-LAW TO AUTHORIZE THE MUNI- 
= BUIPAL COUNCIL OF 'THE CORPORA~ 
TION OF ‘tHE TOWN OF BEI. B- 
VILLE, TO PURCHASE A CERTAIN 
PROPORTION OF REAL ESTATE AS 

AN ADDITION TO THE MARKE tT, 

AND FOR RAISING THE SUM OF 

THIRTY (THOUSAND DOLLARS BY 

THE ISSUE OF DEBENTURES FOR 

PAYMENT OF THE SAME, AND FOR 

BUILDING A NEW MARKET BOILD 

ING AND TOWN HALL. 

PASSED. 

JHEREAS the Council of the Corporay 
W tion of the Town of Belleville have 
resolved to erect a new \arket Building and 
‘Town Hull, and also to purchase a certain 
proportion of Real Estate adjoining to the 
said market, being composed of part of the 
north half of Lot No, 21, on the East side of 
Front Street of the Town of Belleville, also 
part of Lot No, 20 on the west side of Pinna- 
cle and part of Lot No, 20 on the vast side of 
Front Streets, all in the Town of Belleville, 
‘as an addition to the same; and it has been 
ascortained that the same will require an 
expenditure of Thirty Thousand Dowars, and 
itis deemed advisable to borrow the same on 
the credit of the Town, fora period of twenty 
years, and to issue. a Debenture or Debentures 
for the said sum of ‘Thirty ‘Thousand Dollars, 
payable a8 follows, that is tosay: The prin- 
cipal sam payable in twenty years from the 
date ot this By-Law taking effect, and the 
Interest thereon payable half yearly at the 
rate of seven per cent per Annum, 

‘And whereas the smountof the existing 
debts of said Municipality is follows :-— 
{ rincipal,the sum of Sixty-six ‘VYhousand Two 
Hundred and Thirty-nine Dollars and Sixty 
cents, and no interest in arrears. 

And whereas for the payment of said De- 
beut@re or Debentures, and interest thereon 
at the times limited for the payment thereof, 
it will be necessary for the said Municipality 
to raise annually as a specified rate,in addition 
to all other rates and taxes whatsoever, the 
sum of ‘Three ‘Thousand Six Hundred Dollars, 

And whereas the rateable property of the 
‘Town of Belleville for the year 1871,a8 appears 

"by the Assessment Returns of such ‘Town, 
atter the final revision thereof, amount to the 
sum of two millions six hundred and sixty- 
nine thousand seven hundred and eighty-six 
dollars and seventy-eight cents. 

And whereas for the payment of the said 
interests on and for the creation of a sinking 
fund for the eben, of the principal sum of 
such Debenture or Debentures s0 to be issued, 
it will be necessary to levy upon the whole 
rateable property within the ‘Town of Belle 
ville, a special rate of one and one-third mill 
on the dollar in each year, until the said De- 
benture or Debentures, together with all 
interests from time to time accruing thereon, 
shall befally paid over and above, and in 
‘addition to all other rates whatsoever : 

Be it therefore enacted by ‘the Council of 
the Corporation of the Town of Belleville,and 
ic is hereby enacted by the same, that from 
and after the passing of this By-Law, the 
Mayor for the time being, shall have power 
and authority, aod be is hereby authorized 
and empowered for the purposes aloresaid,by 
and with the consent of the Finance Commit 
tee, to borrow for and on account of, and in 

hsname of the said Municipality, from any 
ndividual or indivicuals, or any company, 
the sum of thirty thousand dollars for the 
period of twenty years, with interest at the 
rateof seyen.per cent per annum, payable 
half yearly in manner hereinbefore mentioned, 
and to make and iasue to any such individual 
or company, a Debenture or Debentures of 
the said Municipality of the Town of Belle- 
ville, for the amount so borrowed, with intey- 
est payable balf-yearly as aforesaid, and at 
such place or places as may be approved of 
by the Council. 

Be it further enacted that for the payment 
of the said Debenture or Debentures, and in- 
terest thereon as aforesaid, there shall be 
levied on the whole rateable property within 
the Town of Belleville, over and above, and 
{no addition to all other rates whatsoever, a 
special rate of one and one-third mill on the 
dollar, inand forthe present year, and in and 
for every year therea(ter, until the sald De- 
benture or Debentures and all interest there. 
on, is fully paid. 

And be it enacted that this By-Law shall 
Immediately fromthe day of the passing 
thereof, take effect and come into operation.

Excitement among the Glou- 
" cester Fishermen,” 


The Gloucester (Mass.) fishermen have 
become terribly exercised the past few days 
over the inauguration of a system of compe- 
tition in their business by some shrewd and 
observing Canadian dealers in the finny 
tnbe. ‘fhe tacts, as they have thus far 
tuangpired are, that when tha Gloucester 
fisting schooner Lizzie Tarr was captured 
in Dominion waters, many mouths since, 
the provincials learned from the condition of 
the cargo on board that it was profitable to 
preserve halibut and other fish in ice. The 
idea, though an old one here, was new to 
the Blue Noses. Fish caught and sold iresh 
and without any preparation, 18 free from all 
iaxos, aud the Gloucester fishermen have 
always availed themselves of this advantage 
and instead of smoking or salting certain 
kinds of fish on board their vessels they haye 
brought it into port, taken it from the 108 
chests, aud whoever bought them had to 
cure the fish at their own expense, [t is 
well known that the Dominion fishermen 
prosecute their business at much,less ex- 
pense thanit ia possible forthe American 
fishermen to do, and as they are entitled to 
sell fish kept in ice tree of government taxes 
the same as the American fishermen, it is. 
olenr that they can undersell the lattor right 
in their own ports Vbe first instance of 
this kind took place hero thie week. A 
dealer from the lower provinces who saw 
how tish was presorved in the Diasie Tarr 
when she was captured,’ came in with 
Inege cargo of halibut packet in ice, and 
avd sold it for one a halfoent por pound, and 
the ruling prices asked by our fishermen 
trom three to four and half cents per pound, 
‘As voor as tho dealer had sold his supply 
ho twlegraphed for two more full cargoes, 
which willaprobably bo here in a few days, 
Tho Gloucester fish dealers aro greatly agi« 
tated over the event, and they are very free 
in their abuse and condemnation of the 
troaty which permits what they term auch 
an infringement upon theic business, They 
have appealed to General Batler, and he 
has, in torn, represented tho facts to the 
State Department in Washington, but with 
what chances of redress it is impossible to 
announce,

Census of Scotland and 
Ireland. 


Papers by the last mail contained census 
tables of Scotland and Ireland, a compila- 
tion from which will be found interesting. 
The census returns of England bad not yet 
been completed. From the returns receiy- 
ed, it appears that on the 3rd of April last 
the total population of Scotland amounted 
to 8,358,618 persons, 1,601,688 of whom 
were males and 1,756,980 were females, 
This as compared with the census of 1861 
shows an increase of 161,785 males and 
144,534 females, or a total of 296,319 
persons in ten years, .. The emigration from 
Scotland during the tenyears from 1861 to 
1871 amounted to 149,218 persons. The 
population of some of the principal cities 
are given below :

During the last ten years, the population 
of the large cities has increased at the rate 
of 20:96 per cent,the small towns at the rate 
of 7:58 per cent, and the rural districts only 
at the rate of 1:32 percent. In the North 
and North Western divisions including 
Orkney, Shetland, Caithness, Sutherland, 
Ross, Comarty and Inverness,there has been 
4 slight falling off in the population, while 
in all the other sections of the Kingdom 
there has been an increase more or less 
great. During the last thirty years the 
total population of Scotland has increased 
as follows :

Tho ubstract of the enumerators’ returns 
in Irelaud shows that the population of 
that islsnd has decreased from 5,789,967 
in 1861 to5,402,769 persons. During the 
ten years 846,956 persons have emigrated 
from the country. The percentage of de- 
crease is largest in the town of Galway, 
King’s County, Queen’s County, Tipperary 
and Meath, The only localities in which 
there bas been goy increase are Belfast, 
Londonderry, Dublin, Waterford and Car- 
ricktergus, 

We find that there are in Ireland 4,141,- 
933 Roman Catholics against 4,505,365 in 
1861. 683,295 Protestant Episcopalians 
against 693,857 in 1861. 658,288 Protes- 
tant Dissenters against 581,154 in 1861; 
19,085 of other Christian denominations 
against 18,798, and 258 Jews, against 393, 
ten years ago.

led, drives away a wrinkle truly. There is 
no fear of a plague—the air of Paris is pure 
—the coffins do not stand in long files out- 
side of the gates of the cemeteries; these 
are only the inventions of the enemy— 
foreign hotel keepers and their alk, who 
want to keep Parisians out of their natura! 
homes. It will be an immense confidence 
the day when the Assembly will quit Ver- 
sailles for the capital, and I throw out the 
idea for Debating Societies, that had that 
body accepted the advice ot Thiers, and lo 
cated itsell in the city after Bordeaux, the 
follies and horrors of the last three months 
might have beeu spared France and the 
world. The colleges are in full working 
order, and the eminent professors, Taine, 

Charles, Ravan, &c., have reoceupied heir 
chairs. ‘Whe Agricultural and Veterinary 
schools will not open ull the October term. 
The public auction mart in the Rue Druot 
has commenced operanons, and its half 

dozen Salles will be kept busy. ‘There will 
be plenty of bargains to be picked up. House- 
hold goods can be purchused for a song. 
Tt is a very curious place to visit, no more 
attractive lounge on a wet day—from bro. 

kers to Statesmen, Generals, and celebrities 
in general, all meet there in perfect liberty 
and equality. 

The theatres continue to be crowded, but 
people appear more to patronize them to look 
at one another than to be amused by the 
plays.

‘The Murder of Macaulay. 


The Ottawa Sree Press of last evening 
has a lengthy account of the murder of 
Macaulay, from which we gather the fol- 
lowing particulars: It appears that Ma- 
caulay was at Montebello, watching the 
election contest between Eddy and Leduc, 
and happened to stroll into a tavern which 
was kept as an open house by *the Leduc 
party. Walking up to the bar, he good 
naturedly asked the men who were present, 
about twenty in all, to “come up and bave 
a drink.’ They all cheerfully responded, 
and Macaulay putting his hand into bis 
pocket, found to his surprise that he had 
no mouey. He turned ‘to explain and asked 
permission to run up to his lodgings for 
the money, when Tranchemontage, the land" 
lord's nephew, abused him and told him to 
clear out and not ghow his face there again. 
Macaulay did go to his lodgings, and re- 
turned, and while tendering payment for 
the drinks, he suddenly recerved a terrible 
kick about theloins, instantly followed by 
another, still more terrible, which felled 
him to the ground, as he was in the act 
of attempting a feeble resistance. On the 
ground he was kicked, it isnot known how 
many times, but certainly once in the 
stomach—a frightful blow,—once under 
the jaw, and once on the head, which was 
ihe as causing the blood to spurt out 

m the other ear, Macaulay, was taken up 
stairs, where he lingered in an insensible 
condition until the following morning. The 
report to have 
visited him, who did nothing, and another, 
who pronounced it too late to do anything, 
and so it came to pass, that, unwatched, 
untended, and unwept, the spirit of poor 
George passed quietly away’, The evidence 
shows that Macaulay was throughout quiet 
and peaceable, that he gave no provocation 
to uny ono, and that the nephew spoken of 
waa the only one of the party who kicked 
and beat him, During tho investigation, 
the murderer entered the room where the 
inquest was proceeding and gave himself 
up.

This morning Mr, Samuel Sinfleld, 
gardener, Thurlow, brought to my house a 
specimen of the mature Insect, and several 
examples of the same’ in the Jarva or grub 
state ; and judging from the execution they

The perfect insect,according to the specimen 
now before me, is half an inch long by three.

The result was that a number 
of important industrial ostablishments were 
commenced, all of which flourished to an 
oxtraordinary degree, and now Hamilton can 
boast of being opw of the principal manufac- 
turing places in the Dominion. The following 
description of a Knitting Machine Factory 
recently established in that city which we 
copy from the Hamilton Spectator, will be 
read with interest. We understand that an 
agency in connection with this Manufactory

COMPANY OF HAMILTON, ONTARIO. 

The above Company having purchased 
this excellent invention of Mr. C. J. Apple- 
ton, now offer it to the public as the per- 
Sect knitter, it is constructed on an entirely 
new principle, and by its perfect simplicity 
must produce a revolution inthe art of 
knitting by machinery. The needles are 
arranged in one straight ‘line, workidg in 
front of the machine, and operate in 
grooves in and out by means of cams attach- 
ed underneath the carriage. This carriage 
slides from right to left on the bar between 
the selvage stops,which stops can be moved 
in and out to any desired width, and by 
the action of the cams the needles are car- 

ried forward to be fed by the yarn guide, 
fie selvage finger holding the lust loop, 

until the selvage needles are drawn back 
and have secured the yaro—thus forming 
the loops. 


The needle of this machine is entirely 
self-knitting,on the principle that when 
fed by the yarnand moved backward and 
forward, the loop is formed by its own 
action. All flat webs are formed with sel- 
vages like cloth. Unlike any other knitting 
machine,the width of the work is regulated 
by the selvage stops without the removal 
of the needles at any time, and to increase 
the web at either side of the machine the 
stops are moved outward, and to decrease 
are moved inward, it will widen from four 
loops, formiag a cord or lamp-wick, up to 
its tull capacity, and will narrow from that 
downwards. It knits the whole of the 


dull orange color, spotted with black. The 
anterma (feclers) are black, and thicken 
towards the tips. The legs are orange, and 
the feet black, The colors much resemble 
those of the common three-lined potato beetle, 
but the Colorado beetle will be easily distin- 
guished from the common one by its superior 
size,its rounder shape,and the more numerous 
black lines, The larva, or grubs, are of a 
deep salmon, or orange red color, with black 
spots,andare of much the same shape as 
their parents, but soft, and much more vora- 
cious. The specimens brought out by Mr. 
Sinfleld were captured on the farm of Mr.

entitled to police protection, and surely what 
may, be done by ene individual ought not to be 
attempted by large organized bodies, when the 
aggravation would be so much greater.’ 


Without disputing the logic of the above, 
18 it not a curious circumstance that Fenian 
rogiments armed and fully accoutred, are 
permitted to parade on St, Patrick’s Day, 
and to take part jn public processions when 
and where they please?

A Feartul Butchery. 


FIGHTING WITH 4 SUBRIFF'S POSSE—TAREE 
KILLED AND THREE WOUNDED. 
Associated Press Despatch, 

Witsanoton, N.O,, July 11,—A fearful 
butchery was perpetrated in Robeson 
County yesterday afternoon by Henry 
Berry Lowry and a band of negroes. A 
Sheriffs posse, having in charge Lowry’s 
wife and several other prisoners, who had 
been aiding and abetting the negroes, was 
ambuscaded near Burr's store, on the Wil- 
mington, Charlotte, and Rutherford Rall- 
road, when Lowry’s band attacked them. 
The following of the Sheriffs posse were 
killed and wounded ;—Killed—Hector Mc- 
Millap, Archibald Brown, and Hector Me 
Neill; wounded—D, McCormic, B. Barnes, 
and James Lowry, the latter a colored man 
and a cousin of Lowry, but co-operating 
with the Sheriffs posse, The fight resolved 
itself into a regular battle, which lasted 
some time. The Sheriff's posse followed 
the negroes into the recesses of a swamp. It 
is not certain it any of the outlaws are 
killed. Lowry,the leader of the band, and 
Captain Fell Wishart had a regular dual 
on the railroad track, each loading and 
firing deliberately five or six times, but 
neither was wounded, The whole county 
of Robeson is aroused and it is believed 
that a campaign will now be inaugurated 
that will result in the extermination of the 
band, A Committee of citizens of Robeson 
County came to the city to-day to secure 
arms and ammunition. The members of 
Lowry’s band are all negroes.

The Londop 7¥mes says :—The ‘Interna- 
tlonal Working Men’s Association’ has not 
only accepted the responsibility of the Com- 
munist Revolution, but has already avowed 
ite determination to continue the struggle. 
Both in London and in Varis ita addresses 
have been issued, and these documents leave 
us in no doubt about the principles or the 
proceedings of the society, It was here that 
on the 28th of September, 1864, the woclety 
was originally founded, and though its most 
active promoters were foreigners, it was 
resolved that London should remain the seat 
of the General Council. The selection of 
London in preference to any other city was 
due forthe most part to considerations of 
political expediency. Here workingmen, 
whether Englishmen or aliens, were free to 
meet, combine, debate and resolve, while at 
the same time our artisans could bring 4 
long experiencs in Trade Unionism to the 
work in hand, and were held to be better 
qualified for practical business. In point of 
fact, the English members of the Association 
did generally confine themselves to such 
questions ag occupy the attention of ordinary 
Trade Unions ; itwasin France and Gor- 
many that the objects of the society attained 
to the astounding development recently 
revealed. In the brooding minds of Parisian 
artizans, habituated to novelties and famil- 
iarized with the practice of insurrection, the 
idea gradually arose of making labor not only 
free, but supreme, and transferring to the 
laboring class all the possessions and privi- 
leges of others. This purpose, plainly de- 
clared in the programme of the late Com- 
mune, has been now accepted by the General 
Council of the Association. We can now 
understand how justly the exsEmperor was 
entitled to be called * the saviour of society.’ 
He was in very truth nothing lees. Paris 
contained ahout 100,000 workmen, bent, as 
they still declare without the least disguise 
on destroying society. Here are their very 
words, under date of Friday last ;—* This old 
society ought to perish, and shall perish. A 
gigantic effurt has already shaken it. A final 
effort will bring it down.” The men who 
published that resolution represent the very 
men who at every prospect of an opportunity 
mustered their numbers for insurrection, and 
wore only bafijed from time to time by the 
ever-ready arm of Louisa Napoleon. At last 
that arm was paralyzed by foreign disasters, 
and then they rose,

W 7 rion of the Town of Belleville have 
resolved to erect a new Narket Building and 
Town Hall, and also to purchase a certain 
proportion of Real Estate adjoining to the

FORMATION OF THE ORANGE PRO- 
. CESSION, 

Nw York, July 12, 6:30 p m.—As early as 
8 o'clock this morning crowds of Orangemen 
were collected around their headquarters, 
corner 29th and 8th avenue, where the pro- 
cession was to start from, In the building 
on the corner, where two lodges hold their 
meetings, were gathered members to the 
namber of about 150 to 200, together with a 
few women. Most of the men wore orange 
scarfs, and had a revolver and sword about 
them. Police to the number of 400 arrived 
at half-past ten, under the lead of Inspectors 
Jameson and Walling, and were placed—one 
squad on Thirtieth street and Eighth avenue, 
another on T'wenty-cighth street, anda small 
corps on Twenty-ninth street, about half way 
down the block, ‘on both sides of the avenue, 
to prevent any persons not members of the 
Orange fraternity from entering the lines. 
Several persons representing themselves to be 
Orangemen were allowed to pass through, 
but, being rather suspicious looking, were 
searched hy the police, and oa about. twenty 
were found revolvers and pistols of all kinds, 
clubs, and an old rasty sword. From one 
man was taken & seven-shogter, loaded, a box 
of cartridges, anda roll containing the names 
of nearly a hundred yolunteors, who had got 
Teady todo duty. Every few minutes arrests 
were made, and in almost every case firearms 
were taken from prisoners. A fellow repre- 
senting himself as a reporter had furnished 
himself with a four-shooter, ammunition,and 
aclub, He gaye his name as McGuinness, 
and was taken in charge, together with a 
companion named American. 

Towards two o'clock the neighborhood of 
the Grange headquarters became intensely 
crowded, and tne police had much difficulty 
in§keeping the mob within bounds. About 
2:30 the Orangemen formed on Twenty- 
ninth street, below Eighth avenue, and at 
the same time the 22nd regiment, under 
Colonel Porter, marched past, and formed a 
line on Eighth avenue, where they loaded 
with ball cartridges. Next came tho 6th 
regiment, which took a position to the north 
of the 23nd, The police were on the east 
side of the street, aud the military on the 
west, and it would have seemed to be the 
intention to havethe Orangemen march be- 
tween the two files. They presented a very 
small appeaarncs, and did not number over 
200. They had two banners ; one the Stars 
and Stripes, the other a banner bearing 
picture of William of Orange on horseback, 
and o small one with the inscription, 
‘American freemen, fall in.” Alter wait- 
ing some time for a band of music, it at 
last arriyed, and the line formed. About 
this time the police stationed on the otber 
side of the street made a rush on the mob, 
and it was feared a general row would take 
place. The trouble, however, was quelled, 
and at.3 o’clock the signal for starting was 
given. The procession started and was 
twice attacked by the rioters, who were 
quickly put to flight by thepolice. A large 
number of the rioters were clubbed and 
taken prisoners, 


The following describes the affair near 
Fisk’s Opera House, on Eighth avenue, 
which occurred shortly after four o'clock :— 

There is tremendous excitement in the 
city on account of the rioting aud blood- 
shed on Eighth avenue, opposite Fisk's 
Opera House. The Oranze procession took 
its route at the appointed hour, the mob 
hooting occasionally. Shots from behind 
chimneys and under awnings were fired ut 
intervals on tho procession, the military 
and the police, resulting in shooting a 
private soldier and wounding a police 
officer. Finally a shot fired from under an 
awning at the corner of West Twonty- 
fourth street caused the military to fire on 
the crowd opposite Fisk's Opera 
House, killing about fifteen men and two 
women, 

T arrived at the place about ten minutes 
after firing, and the scene was awful. Dead 
bodies wore lying on the sidewalk amid

As to the best remedies ond the proper 
mode of applying (hem, the report says 

“The mavy Entomologists and Agricul- 
turists who have experimented on this insect 
with various poisonous and other substances 
in those portions of the United States where 
it has been #o destructive for some years past, 
concur in recommending the use of Paris 
Green, diluted with flour, ashes or alralacked 
lime, as the beat remedy known for destroy- 
ing the insect, both in ite larva and beetle 
state, without injuring the plant. The result 
of our experiments and investigations confirm 
this opinion, and this remedy is, no doubt, a 
religble one, provided the Paris Green be of 
good quality. Our experience has also satis 
fied us that flour is a much better substance 
to mix the green with than either ashes or 
lime, as the ingects eat it more readily, and 
at the samo time, it adheres more tenaciously 
to the surface of the plant, and hence is not 
#o easily washed off by raln, We found good 
effects from a mixture of ono part, by welght, 
of Paris Green, with 10 or 13 parts ,of flour, 
dusted lightly on tho vines early in the 
morning, when the dew Is on the follage. 


“ Where only a small patch is cultivated, 
the mixture can be readily applied by means’ 
of an ordinary flour dredger; but where 
Jarger quantities are grown,we would suggest 
the use of a round tin box, about pine or ten 
inches in diameter, and four or five inches in 
depth, with a tightly fitting lid, and with a 
bottom either perforated with small holes or 
covered with fine wire gauze, This should 
be attached, by means of a hollow handle, to 
a stick of any convenient length. With such 
an instrument, which may be obtained at a 
vory trifling cost, a large piece of ground can 


upon arich fleld, It is singular that so 
few Canadians, comparatively, are looking 
up fortunes in that district; but very many 
Americans are going in, some as explorers 
only, and others, assisted by capital, to 
carry out extensive operations.”

The Colorado Potate Beetle,

Soon after the first appearance of this 
destructive insect in the westeru portion of 
this Province, the Government of Ontario 
commissioned Messrs. William Saunders, 
Vice-President, and Edmund Baynes Reed, 
Secretary of the Entomological Society of 
Ontario, to report as to its appearance, bub- 
its, &c., and to make experiments ns to the 
best method of getting rid of this pest. 
These gentlemen acted with commendable 
promptitude, and their report, a pamphlet 
of 14 pages, hud just been issued, We 
make the following extracts: 


“There are three broods of this insec’ during 
the year, the last of which remains in the 
ground during the winter. Some idea of its 
enormous rato of increase may be gathered 
from the fuct that each female deposits from 
700 to 1,000 eggs, and that these attain to the 
perfect beotle state within 60 days,so that the 
results from a single palr, if allowed to in- 
crease without molestation, would in one 
Season amount to over fifty millions, The 
insect, in Its several forms of eggs, larva and 
perfect beetle, may frequently be found in 
company on the same potato vine, 

“This insect was originally confined to a 
comparatively small extent of country in the 
region of the Rocky Mountains, where it fed 
on @ species of wild potato, Solanum rostra- 
tum, but having suddenly acquired a taste for 
the cultivated potato, and adopting that as 
ite principal food, it has gradully spread east 
ward, untilit has invaded our shores, It feeds 
also readily on many other plants, belonging 
to the order Solanacem, which includes the 
tomato and egg plant, as well as the potato ; 
all of interest to the agriculturist, as well as 
many species of wild plants, such as Black 
Henbane, Hyosciamvs niger and Thorn-apple 
Datura Stramonium. 

“The Colorado,or ten-lined beetle,must not 
be confounded with the smaller tires lined 
potato beetle, Lema trilineato—Oliv,, which 
has been common throughout Canada for 
MADY years past, and is, at the prosent time, 
unusually abundant in some districts, eapex 
clally in the nighborhood of 
dine, The larva of this beetle is smallor,and 

may be readily distinguished by its disguat~ 
ing habit of carrying its excrement on its 
back,”

The greatest ravages of the insect haye 
been committed between Sarnia and Am 
heratburg, extending inland for twenty 
miles. In these districts some farmers have 
ploughed up their entire potato crop aud 
Planted other crops in its place. As to the 
probable continuance of this plague, the 
report saya 

“From all the 1nformation we have been 
able to obtain from competent observers in 
those Western States, which suffered from 
the depredations of this, we deem it highly 
probable that wo shall have to contend 
with it for many yoara to como, In the 
course of three or four summers our Sgri 
culturiets may expect that the insect <0 

mies of this beetle, of which wo ‘ulready

know somo nine of ten to exist in Canada 


be gone over in a short time,and the mixture 
applied almost as fast as the operator can 
walk. * 

“ After a careful estimate, we consider that 
three pounds of the Paris Green, mixed with 
{te due proportion of flour (30 to 36 pounds), 
will, if economically used, be found sufficient 
for one acre of potatoes. Assuming 50 cents 
to be the ordinary retail price per pound of 
Paris Greon, every application of the mixture 
would cost from two to three dallara per acre, 
exclusive of labor. If the insect is very 
abundant, two or more applications may be 
required, as exposure to wind and rain will 
eventually remove the powder entirely from, 
the leaves, rendering them liable to further 
attacks, Some discretion should be exercised 
in selecting a suitable time for using the 
mixture, which should not be applied during 
high winds, or immediately before a rain 
storm. 

“ As this mixture is of a poisonous charac 
ter, ordinary care should be used in handling 
it, to avoid inhaling much of the dust when 
applying it, to wash the hands after each 
application, to keep it out of the reach of 
children, and to exclude live stock of all 
kinds from the fields where the poison is 
used. With these precautions no danger 
need be apprehended, it does not injare the 
leayes to any appreciable extent, unless very. 
heavily applied, and cannot possibly affect 
the potato itself, Wemake these remarks 
because we have met with several individuals 
who entertain a foolish prejudice against the 
use of this mixture, for fear that it might 
injure the potatoes.” 

Other remedies were tried but the Paris 
Green is recommended as the most effective 
Hand-picking has also been tried with 
good cifect, but hasto be repeated almost 
daily, and , of course, imprac- 
& large quantity of 
potatoes are under cultivation, The usual 
method is to knock the insects off the plant 
with a shingle into adish of water. This 
may answer in small garden patches, 

Tho Early Rose and Peach Blow are 


stated to be less liable to attack than other 
varieties of potato.

‘The Now York Riot, 


Now that quiet has been restored in New 
‘ork, itis well to take a glance at the most 
aliout feats of the Inception of the lute 
riot, the causea which led to its suppiession 
and the stand taken for,or agalnat the award 
ing of freedom of aotion and equal right to 


& 


all classes, 

Previous to the 12th, the Orangemen had, 
as is well known, announced their intention 
of celebrating the anniversary of the Battle 
of the Boyne by a public procession through 
somo of the etreots of New York, They had 
t | been attacked last yoar, and soyeral of their 
membors killed while ona pic-nio at Cen~ 
tral Park, by a gang of Hibernians, and it 
was given out thatthey would be prepared 
to detend their lives if again assaulted. Lt 
is scarcely necessary to repeat tho history of 
the affair, which may be summed up in a lew 
words, The Hibernians resolved, at flery 
meetings, to oppose the procession—the 
Grand Master of the Orangemen invoked the 
protection of the city authorities to prevent 
bloodshed, and the Superintendent of Police 
issued an arbitrary order forbidding the pro 
cession. The further result'is known—that 
Governor Hoffman reyoked the order and of- 
fered protection to all who desired to maroh 


in the procession. 

Previous to the day, the Press of New 
York—Kepublican and Demoeratio—vied 
each with the other as to which should de- 
mand moat pointedly the rights ot their Pro- 
testant citizens to joinin peaceful celebra- 
tions. This commendable spirit was exhibit 
ed by all but two influential sheets in 
receipt of heavy subsidies from Tammany, 
the World andthe Star, It is sufficient ob- 
loquy to mention their names as champions 
of such doctrines as those adduced by the 
Police Commissioners. 

The lesson taught the rioters in the dis- 
astrous failure of their mad attack upon the 
military force,which, by order of the Gov 
ernor, guarded: their fellow-citizens in the 
exercise of their lawful rights, was a bitter 
and terrible ove, But, in the composition 
ot society in Now York, it was plain that 
the combat between might and right must 
come at some time; therefore, the sooner 
the better, The lawless characters who 
held the power of election in the hollow of 
their hands, began to feel that they were 
masters of the situation—that, with their 
creatures in all the offices in the gift of the 
people in New York city, and with a Gov- 
ernor of their own choosing, they might 
carry out their own will and pleasure 
undeterred by any troublesome interference 
on the part of the law. But they were ter- 
ribly mistaken, However much the city 
officiala might cringe and obey their dic- 
tates, the Governor, with manly regard for 
the laws be was sworn to administer,boldly 
fronted the tide of arrogance and intolerance 
which threatened to aweep away the rights 
of all men but themselves. While it is to 
be regretted that humau™ life was sacri- 
ficed in such an insane and purposeless riot, 
it is gratifying to record,that, though some 
Protestants who showed their colors on the 
streets were murdered, not one of the pro- 
oessionists was killed, so excellent were 
the dispositions of the troops made by the 
authorities, 

The Irish Fenians of New York have 
but themselyesto blame, They were warned 
against rioting by their priests, and they 
persisted. They were told by the Governor 
that death might fall upon them in their 
wickedness should they attack the pro- 
cession and its guardians, Yet, in the

The New York Press on Super- 
intendent Kelso’s Order, 


Tho extracts which we append, from 
New York journals of Tuesday morning, 
show how general was the condemnetion of 
the order ot Superintendent Kelso, pro- 
hibiting the Orange parade: — 

The Tribune said:—“The only reason 
which could have dictated this shameful 
action is that the law-breakers of Wedoes- 
day are more numerous and valuable voting 
stock than iLose they propose to attack. 
The last and not the least, of the evils we 
have suffered from that corrupt Ring, which 
is a nursery of crimes and shames, is this 
enforced surrender of the honor and fair 
name of the city to a brutal mob, which 
now has no check upon its arrogance and 
its creed.” 


The Zimes said :—" Mr. Kelso condemns 
street processions generally. Surely it is 
rather late in the day to do that, Why 
was not this circular issued on St, Patrick's 
Day? Why is it that Irish Catholic proces- 
sions are neyer interfered with, The reason 
has always been plain, and it is now plain- 
er than ever, The city authorities are 
atraid of their own supporters, They now 
officially proclaim that the city is absolutely 
in thé hands of the Roman Catholics, They 
cannot even undertake preserve the 
public peace when the Papists threaten to 
break it.

gave the command, * Fire!’ The 84th 
obeyed the order. One volley went crashing 
against the windows of the houses from 
which tho shot had been fired,and another, 
aimed higher, took effect upon the roof, 
where a number of men were busily engag: 
ed throwing stones and bricks down upon 
the troops. Tho rioters in the street, while 
this was going on,made a desperate altempt 
to break through the cordon of police which 
surrounded tho regiments aod the Orange 
men, but another cry of 
- ‘rire!’ 
sottled tho fate of many who were probably 
naable to get out of the crowd and who 
had no intention of showing violence to the 
processionists, for tho detail of the Ninth, 
two companies of the Seventh and one of 
the Eighty-fourth almost simultaneously 
delivered u craslthy fire straight iato the 
struggling masson tho sidewalks, The 
sceno that ensued was positively terrible. 
A panic seized upon the crowd, and a rush 
was made for thealde streets. Men, women 
and children ia the crush that followed 
were huddled together in groups, each

~ progress, uatil, pushed and tambled for 
ward by those behind, they were pitched 
headlong into the gutter, or fell to be 
trampled upon by the mad, terror-atricken 
hundreds who rushed slong from every 


dowa the Bowery, and the fierce rays of 
the midsummer sun glistened and were 
refracted back from the polished steel. 


Mingled with the neat uniform of the Na- 


pressed forward to gratify an idle but dan-

Now and then as the crowd surged for- 
ward some unlucky individual would be bus 
tled against a policeman onlyto be flung buck 
into the seething mass, with perhaps a tup 
ofa locust as ao accelerating medium. From 
every window, and even on tho roof of the 
Cooper Union, curious spectators gazed at 
the unwonted spectacle, and when the 
ominous word “Hfalt!? passed along the 
line some of the more timid ones shrank 
back into their rooms, The Orangemen 
bore up bravely, although many faces grew 
pale when they reached the end of their 
perilous journey, and looked through the 
serried line of bayonets on the scrowling

THE SCENE OF CARNAGE. 

The scene was rendered all the more ter- 
rible by the mounted police, who at this 
point took advantage of the panic, and, 
Cashing down the streets ubead of the pro~ 
cession, rode rough shod into every crowd 
they met on the corners, Twenty-third 
Street soon became a scene of the utmost 
confusion, The crowds which hed been 
dispersed by the mounted police and the 
crowds which had escaped the onslaught 
of the troops on the ayeque got mixed up: 
and again there ensued a race for life, 
everybody trying to outrua his neighbor and 
get ng fast and as far from the avenue as his 
Jega could carry him. The people, princt- 
pally women, who bad congregated on the 
stoops in Twenty third street, aud who had 
only been able to hear the firing of the 
troops, without knowing what the effect 

_ had been, took the infection and rushed, 
pell mell, alongwith the others. Ta fact, 
@ panic seized upon everybody, and every- 
body ran as though an entire regiment was 
charging at his heels. Meanwhile the 
scene on the avenue, near Twenty-fourth 
street, had revealed its full horrors, now 
that the crowd bad gived way and lelt the 
block clear near where the Eighty-fourth 
had stood during the firing.

Sceing 
the doportment of these men, I wished to leave 
the camp, but hardly bad taken some steps 
when a piece of frewood, large beef bones aud 
stones were thrown and atruck me on the back. 
I returned, and seelog an officer some steps off 
near a group of men whom I supposed to be the 
authors of the violence, I approached him to 
beg bis protection. Ho repiled that hehad scen, 
nothing, and that I had no yeed of bis protec~ 
tion. Pineiated, however, in begging him to 
come himeciftoaccompany me out of the camp, 
Ho refused, saying his duty detalnedhim. Then

I answered bim ‘Protestant,’ and that 
the officer was the first whose protection I had 
asked in the camp. When he knew that I was 
a Protestant he sald to me that bis soldiers had 
done well to beat me and that ho would make 
them chase me, He who had given me lis pro- 
tection withdrew from me saying ‘If I bad 
koown you were a Protestant I would not 
have procected you;’ and he called a man whom 
he ordered tochasemo. This man accompanied 
me some fifty steps, abuslog mo and assuring 
me that if fever returned to camp they would 
smoke me asaberctic, Officer Lesage was pres~ 
ent at the loterview which I had, with two other 
ofiicers, without taking partin it. When I had 
quitted the officers and the man who chased me 
1 Was again assailed with the blows of atonca by 
soldiers, who did not stop till the distance did

SALLRIES OF TEACHERS. 


The report of the Committee regarding 
salaries was then received and read, as 
follows ; 


“ That having duly considered the matter 
submitted to them, would recommend as 
follows, that is to say: 

let. That the salary of each male Head 
Teacher of the Public Schools of Belleville be 
primarily fixed at ($550) five hundred and 
fifty dollars per annum. 

2od. That the salary of each femalo 
Teacher of sald Schools be primarily fixed at 
($250) two hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum, except the senior female ‘Teacher of 
No. 3 School, and whena female Teacher has 
the chief charge of a School ; in such casee 
their salaries to be primarily three hundred 
dollars per annum, 

8rd. That with the view of inducing 
Teachers to continue in the employment of 
this Board, your Committee recommend that 
periodic advances be made to the salaries of 
said Teachers ; that auch periods be five years 
each ; that the.said advances (or raise of 
salaries) be for male Teachers fifty dollars 
perannum apd for female teachers twenty- 
five dollars per annum ; that past services to 
this Board are to be reckoned, ag to time, in 
the entitling of the Teachers to their respec- 
tive advanc and that all said salaries 
and advances of salaries to be raised this year 
are to be computed from the commencement 
of the present half-year—the maximum 
salary of uisle teachers to be $750, and of 
female, teachers $400.

The “great national loan” of the United 
tates appears to have been a failure. The 


maount asked for in the first place, was 
$200,000,000, of which it sppears about 
$66,800,000 had been taken up, and, in the 
second place, a further loan of $14,000,000 
was called for,

in the Union, in some few in Canada, and 
also in the leading London journals.

But the loan seems to haye failed, for,within 
the Inet few days the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury has instructed the agent of the depart.

the result will not justify the expenditure. 
The object was to retand the national debt 
at the uniform rate of five per cent interest, 
and it was thought that it would bo met 
with such general favour that the whole of 
the $1,684,000,000 would be pronttyunen 
up in the United States.

Pacific Trade. 


The Pacific Railways of the United States 
are already making themselves felt in the 
statistics of trade, A semi-annual report, 
compiled by the San Francisco Bulletin, 
shows that the value of goods arriving in 
that city by the Pacific Mail Line of steam- 
ersa—plying between Now York and Sao 
Francisco--during the last six months was 
only $4,721,000. For the same time ia 
1870 the amount was $6,103,000, against 
530,000 for the like period in 1869, and 
457,000 in 1868. By way of Cape 
Hloru suiling vessels brought 60,209 tons of 
merchandise, against $8,000 tens for the 
like halt year of 1870, and 150,000 tons in 
1869, The amount of freight paid on these 
importations by both routes was $1,320,- 
000, or $714,000 less than in 1870, aud 
$1,960,000 than in 1869. The tradeot the ~ 
Pacifle Slope has been steudily increasing 
for years and has suffered no check during 
the period covered by the statistics given 
above. The Pacific railways alone account 
for the diminution of traffic by the steam- _ 
Voat line. That the railways would be 
able to compete successfully with steamers 


for the passenger traffic of this route, 
whether they compete with them for 


freight traffic bas been a mattersof much 
diversity of ogjnion. The facts above cited 
aren valuable coatribution towards the 
solution of that question.

New York, July 21st—Advices state 
that Sir Wm, Logan and his party, who 
left St. John’s N. F., as a geological survoy- 
ing expedition, on the 12th inst., were en- 
tirely cut off on the route by a scvere storm 
on the 14th,'which swept away bridges and 
flooded the principal parts of the only rond 
they had to travel upon. 1t is probable 
that the horses and baggage attached to the 
expedition have been elther lost or badly 
injured, The party are believed te be safe, 
inasmuch as they were provided with por- 
table gutta percha boats and one canoe. 
The storm has done considerable damage 
in and around the towns of Topsail and 
Holyrood, in Newfoundland, It is said to 
be the continuation of a hurricane which 
blew over the coast of Labrador some weeks 
ago, destroying $25 fishing smacks, 25 
dwelling houses, oyer 40 stores, and about 
$300,000 worth of dried fish, fishing flukes 
and other property. The number of lives 
already ascertained os lost 1s 93, while 
many more are expected to be added to the 
dismal record,

New York, July 22,—Governor Randolph,

Prestnt—His Worship the Mayor, 
Messrs, Lowis,Smith, Reed, Flint, Vandusen, 
Fahey, Foster and Hope. 

Mr, Flint read a proposition from Alex, 
Robertson, Esq., proposing to set aside 26 
acres of land suitable for Cemetery pur- 
poses, on Taylor's Hill, between Dundas 
Hotel Streets, dividing {t into lots, 10 by 
20 ft, to be sold at $20 per lot; the corpora- 
tion to apppoint a care-taker end pay cost 
of tencing. 


Mr. Lewia stated that six members of the 
Council had examined tho farm offered for 
sale by Mr. Fowler. No holes had 
dug, and the examination was of course 
only on the surface, He considered it well 
adapted for Cemetery. There was also plen- 
ty of ground for a hospital lot and an in- 
dustrial farm, and be considered it suitable 
for agricultural purposes, He believed the 
offer ought to be accepted, and according- 
ly moved to that effect. 

Mr. Fahey thought it would be better to 


drop the matter till a fuller meeting could 
he had.

Dr. Hope had accompanied the Cominit- 
tee, not with any idea of changing his 
opinion on the matter, which had been 
fully formed previously.

tional colora. The Italians say the Irish- 
men threatened that if it

The Free Grants, 


Reforring to the action of the Ontario 
Government and its policy, regulating the 
sottloment of our wild lands, the @/ove of the 
25th July says 


“ At tho last session of the Legislature of 
Ontario an Act was passed authorizing the 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Public 
Works to cause to be cleared fit for cultiva- 
tion, and to be fenced, a number of lots of 
land, each not to exceed five acres ; and to be 
erected on each of such lots a one-story 
house fit for habitation,and of the dimensions 
of not less than sixteen by twenty feet. To 
carry out this work, the sum of $20,000 was 
appropriated ; and it was enacted that the 
expense of clearing and fencing each lot and 
building a house on it should not exceed 
$200, and that all the clearances and fences 
made and houses erected should not involve 
an expenditure exceeding the $20,000 appro- 
priated for the purpose. These houses and 
lots were to be given to persons willing to 
settle on them, subject to the stipulation on 
the part of the settler to pay at the end of 
five years the coat of clearing, fencing, and 
building, with the interest thereon. By 
making this payment the settler would 
receive a patent for the plot of land on which 
he was located, with the fences and buildings 
thereon.

Intercoltenial Railway. 


Tho Ottawa Free Press has been able to 
see the report of the Commissioners of the

It has been determined, on the report of 
the chief engineer, to construct the bridges 
over the rivers, already enumerated, of iron, 
and all the ‘rest of wood, provided such 
arrangements can be made with the con- 
tractors as will guarantee the progress of 
the work not being delayed and no larger 
increase in the cost being incurred.

Misamis. For some months previously, 
especially in March, there were a succession of 
violent shocks, which opened extenslve 
crevices {nthe earth. Finally on May Ist, a 
level plain near the village of Catarnuo began 
gradually to subside until the tops of the 
houses became level with the surface of the 
earth, This remarkable phenomenon attracted 
a large number of people, when suddenly 
some terrific shocks were felt, and before the 
thundering reverberations had died away the 
wholé level plain fell ln, engulfing 150 persons. 
The plain became the crater of a volcano 1,500 
feet wide, and from It smoke, ashes and stones 
were thrown into the air, A pause till dark 
succeeded, when there was another explosion 
and @ rain of fire followed. The woods becamo 
ignited and men and cattle went flying before 
the flames, Tho spectacle was frightful in the 
extreme. The volcano continues to eject 
stones and earth, The inbabitante have left the 
island, which formerly contained a population 
of 26,000, Camiguin produced one-tenth of the 
whole manilla hemp grown.

CASTLEDILLON,

able Battle of the Boyne was celebrated by 
the men of the County Armagh, in a man-~ 
ner wortby of thehistoric fame of that loy- 
al and prosperous county—the birth place 
and cradle of Orangeism. The lodges 
present were $4 from Lurgan; 14 trom 
Armagh; 11 trom Richhill; 4 trom Porta- 
dowan ; 4 from Loughgall; 3 from Mar~ 
kethill; in all 72 lodges.

The Belfast of 
William's day contained about three hundred 
houses, commanded by a castle which has long 
since disappeared; now It Is one of the largest 
aod most prosperous towns In the kingdom. 
The country through which the Prince advanced 
Was wasted by soldiers and Rapparees; the cat- 
Ue had been slaughtered ; the plantations 
been cut down; the fences and houses were Ip 
ruins; no haman being was to be found near 
the road,except afow naked and meagre wretch- 
es who had no food but the husks of oats, and 
who wero seen picking those husks ike chick- 
ens, from amidst dust and cinders; yet he knew 
What could bedone with this waste by men 
Influenced by that religion which made bis 
native Holland the wonder of the world; and 
aa his biographor states, he was heard to ex- 
claim, ‘The country Is worth fighting for.’ He 
did fight for it, and the aires of the men who 
met yesterday helped him to fight for it, while 
thelr religion and industry have realized all that 
the Prince predicted. The waste over which he 
journeyed is now among the moat fertile spots 
jo ireland, Intiabited by «loyal and Intelligent 
people who will not give up thelr rights with~ 
outastraggle. They eald so yesterday, when 
commemorating an event from which we derive 
olyil and religions liberty."
